1. The most recent weekly report from the Information and Privac 
Staff stated that during CY 1978 the Agency eroended em 
the equivalent of about[__]full-time employees -- on processing ; 


privacy and classification requests. This represents a 7 percent 
increase over the previous year. Almost all of the Agency's increase 
can be attributed to the DDO, which increased its manpower total by 


about 30 percent. NFAC only other component showing an increase -- 
less than 1.5 percent.

In many cases, Section C, "Specific Duties", 
will not be classified. However, unless, the entire Fitness Report 


is unclassified, each ies should be followed by (U) to 
indicate unclassified. 


c. Most instances of classified content will occur in Sections 
D and E, "Narrative Comments". Here the paragraphs should be 
marked as appropriate and should not present a problem. 

d. The derivative classification stamp will be used on the 
first page if the Fitness Report is classified CONFIDENTIAL or 
SECRET. | |
